Ihe Initiative. In Negotl»tiou» With For- 


eign Power*, Is With the President. 
"The treaty making power is given 


to the president, in connection wuh the j 
senate, by the constitution," writes 
General Harrison in his "This Country 
of Ours" article in Ladies" Home Jour- 
nal. 
' 'The initiative—the uesjotiiitions 


with foreign governments leading np to 
an agreement, and tho framing of the 
crticlee of the treaty—is with the exec- 
Itive. The senate has no part in the 
matter until the president commnui- 
cates the treaty to it and asks its con- 
currence. It may then, however, either 
concur or reject, or concur with amend- 
ments.

Sern- 
land, in the state of Souora, was never 
seen by a white man until about two 
years ago, when the bureau of ethnology i 
sent- out an expedition to explore that 
region. The natives are constantly vigi- 
lant every moment, from day to day,

( prepared for any emergency. The dearth 


j of water wus the greatest obstacle to the 
j exploration. Every drop we used was 


carried from 12 to 15 miles by men un- 
der heavy guard. Water there is more 
valuable than gold, and often we meas- 
ured it out in spoonfuls. In counting the 
dangers und labor of securing.water we 
estimated its worth at from $3 to $4 a 
quart.''—Baltimore American.
